Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Applicant's 
representative, Mr.Mark Beloborodov authorized the examiner's amendment to amend the above mentioned claims 
such that claim language regarding the rotational axis and rotatable protruding elements have been incorporated from 
claims 3 and 4 into independent claims 1 and 16.
